test of the relative strength of the two 
Republican factions in Ohio was made 
to-day ween the two branches cast 
their votes for senator 
The result of 


the rote was as follows: In the senate 
Hanna received 17 votes and Robert 
K. McKisson, of Cleveland, 19 votes. 
In" the house- H^ina received 55 votes, 
JlcKisson 49 rotes, while congressmen 
•I. J. Lenta, A. J. Warner and Acquilla 
Wiley, all Democrats, received 1 vote 
each. This rote shows the strength of 
Hanna to be 73 votes and that of the 
opposition to be 71. 


The question now comes up, will 


the members of both houses stick to 
the votes cast in the separate houses 
to-day when they come to the joint 
ballot to-morrow. If they do Hanna 
will be elected, for the seventy-three 
votes he secured to-day are enough to 
give him a majority of one. 


The charges of bribery are freely 


bruited about the city to-day. It is 
the principal theme of conversation in 
the state bouse, in the hotel lobbies 
and on the streets. The sensational 
charges made against the Hanna men 
in the Otis case have brought out a 
brood of other charges of a kindred 
nature. The town is fairly alive with 
them and the influence they will have 
upon one or more members of the 
legislature is now a matter of conjec- 
ture. 


The vote received by Hanna this 


morning in the separate vote of the 
two branches of the legislature was 
for both the long and short terms 
and the seventy-three votes given him 
just the constitutional majority. 


In the senate Burke voted with the 


eighteen Democrats for Robert Mc- 
Kissou, for both the terms, so that Mc- 
Kisson had nineteen votes , there and 
Hanna seventeen. In the house both 
Droste and Lane, fusionists from Cin- 
cinnati, who were counted on by the 
anti-Hanna fusionists, voted for Han- 
na, as did Griffith and Manuel. Wiley, 
Democrat, voted for Lentz; Hese, Dem- 
ocrat, voted forA.J. Warner, and Has- 
let, Democrat, voted for Wiley. The 
some person not having a majority in 
both branches of both houses, a joint- 
ballot will be necessary to-morrow. The 
anti-Banna managers claim the fight 
is not over yet-

When the queen came to the throne, 


omnibuses were a new bnt already pop- 
ular institution. They were longer, nar- 
rower and lower than the present ones 
and had no seats ou the roof. The pas- 
sengers were carefully «hnt m by a 
door at the end, an if to muke quite sure 
of them, once they were captured, till 
they had paid their fares. On a little 
round perch behind stood the conductor 
or "cad," hanging on by a leather loop 
passed over his arm. Sixpence was the 


j usual bus fare 60 years ago, whether 
yon went from beginning to end of the 
Journey or only a few hundred yardg. 
As there was very little regulation of 
the street traffic of London in those 
days, if the bus wan filled up at start- 
ing it went like a fire engine in order 
to get in an extra journey, but other- 
wise it crawled and pottered about till 
the requisite number was obtained. 


Each omnibus was licensed only for 


a particular route. It paid tbe stage- 
coach duty of £5 when first started and 
a shilling a year for keeping tbe license 
in force, beside* a mileage duty, varying 
with the number of passengers it would 
bold, hat coming to about threepence 
per mile on the average.—Gentleman's

The hist time I saw Dicke&s was in 


1668, at the funeral of William Make- 
peace Thackeray, to which I accom- 
panied my father. Although December, 
it was as bright and sunny as a summer 
day. On getting oat at the railway sta- 
tion we encountered George Crnikshank, 
with whom in early life Thackeray had 
studied etching and whose illustrations 
were a feature of Dickens' earlier works. 
Cruikshank was then in his seventieth 
year. He walked with us to Keusal 
Green cemetery, and the day being 
warm I carried his overcoat 


The great temperance artist was as 


quaint and odd in manner and appear- 
ance as any of his own caricatures. 
Geo^j* as his intimates called him, 
possessed histrionic tastes and used to 
appear as Macbeth and in other Shake- 
spearean characters at Saddler's Wells. 
He was associated with Dickens, too, in 
the amateur performances in connection 
with the promotion of the Guild of Lit- 
erature and Art. Cruiisiiaukwas also a 
volunteer officer, and on tho occasion of 
some review a comic bard wrote in al- 
lusion to his temperance proclivities 
lines which I still recall:

His grave is destitute even of a head- 


stone. It if covered by an old f«atii™«»H 
marble dak which v-s placed tbvte 100 
years ago and u now worn and discol- 
ored by age. 


Nothing has beea done to it once 


Franklin was buried there, and even 
the modest arrangements of tho grave 
are not kept iu the perfect condition 
that is expected of a great man's tomb. 
The earth ou all sides in bare of grass, 
the common thatching of tho common- 
est grave, and au air of A»«ftiart"n is 
about the whole place. 


The sextan said that the descendants 


of Franklin would not do anything to 
repair the grave; neither would they al- 
low anybody else to do anything. Ev- 
ery day he bas received offers of sub- 
scriptions from visitors, who are dis- 
tressed by the forlorn appearance of 
Franklin's resting place and who would 
like to see it improved. In reply he 
•ays, as he has been instructed, that 
Franklin wished it so, "being * plain 
man averse to display of any kind." 
Not long ago, at his own expense, be 
had the fading inscription recut, or else 
even the only distinguishing mark, the 
name, would be gone. 


If he bad not done so, the last rest- 


ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington, in American history 
would' have been forgotten and un- 
known. Who is respond bla for this con- 
dition of affairs? Not tho living rela- 
tives ot Franklin. The responsibility 
rests with tho American people, to 
whom the man belongs. They should 
see to it in the future that what little is 
there to mark the grave is kept in bet- 
ter order than it has been in tho past. 


Before be died Franklin provided for 


his own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in every 
detail, even to the inscriptinn which 


is to be placed upon it He desired to 


be buried Uuide his wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 
The inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads:

DEBORAH i 


3790 


Everything was done as ha desired, 


and tho work was paid for out of his 
estate and stands today tho same as 
when he died.—Philadelphia Times.

•tory teller, enjoyed 17 yeara ago 
tbe experience of going to the arctic 
waa at surgeon of tbe Hope, bound 
for tbe Greenland fishing ground*, 
and in a recent article iu McClure's 
Magazine bo has related bis adven- 
tnreson tbe ship. His description of 
tbe harpooning of a whale IB excep- 
tionally vivid and graphic. 


"It is exciting work," he says, 


"pulling on a whale. 
Your own 


back its turned to him, and all you 
know about him is what yon read 
upon the face of tbe boat steerer. 
He it. staring out over your bead, 
watching the creature as be swims 
slowly through tbe water, raising 
bis band now and again as a signal 
to stop rowing when be sees that 
tbe eye is coming round, and then 
resuming tbe stealthy approach 
when the whale is end on. 


"There are eo many floating pieces 


of ice that as long as the oars are 
quiet the boat alone will not cause 
the creature to dive. So yon creep 
slowly up, and at last yon are eo 
near that the boat steerer knows 
that you can get there before the 
creature has time to dive, for it takes 
some little time to get that buge 
body into motion. 


"You seo a budden gleam in bis 


eyes and a flush in his cheeks, and 
it's: 'Give way, boys! Give way, 
all 1 Hard !' Click ! goes tbe trigger 
of the big harpoon gun, and the 
foam flies from your oars. 
Six 


strokes, perhaps, and then, with a 
dull, greasy squelch, the bows run 
upon something soft, and you and 
your oars are sent flying in every 
direction, but little you care for 
that, for as "y^U touched the whale 
you heard the crash of the gun, and 
you know that the harpoon has been 
fired point blank into the huge, lead 
colored curve of his side. 


"Tbe creatnre sinks like a stone, 


the bows of the boat splash down 
into tbe water again, but there is 
tb« little red jack flying from the 
center thwart to show that you are 
fast, and there is tbe line whizzing 
swiftly under the seats and over the 
bows between 
your outstretched 


feet." 


So fast and eo furiously does this 


line pay out that if it has anywhere 
a kink which catches the clothes or 
limb of any unfortunate member of 
the beet's crew he in whirled over- 
board to bis death, many fathoms 
deep, almost before his comrades 
realize that be is gone. 
After the 


horpoonicg of the whale the crew of 
that boat hava no more to do, but 
another boat's crew are eagerly 
waiting for their turn. 


"The htncirsg, vrhen tbe weary fi&b 


is killed with the cold stuel, 13 a 
more exciting because a more pro- 
longed experience, " pays Dr. Doyle. 
"You may be for half an hour so 
near to the creature that yoii can lay 
your hanO upon its slimy side. The 
whule appears to have but little Ben- 
sibihty to pain, fur it never winces 
when the long lances are passed 
through its body, but its instinct 
urges it to get its tail to work on the 
boats, and yours urges you to keep 
poling and boat hooking along ;is 
side so as to retain your safe posi- 
tion near its shoulder. 


"Even there, however, we found 


upon this occasion that we were not 
quite out of danger's way, for the 
creature in Us flurry raised its huge 
side flapper and poised it over the 
boat Oue flap would have sent vu 
to the bottom of tbe sea, and I can 
never forget how, as we pushed our 
way from under, each of us held one 
hand up to stave off that great, 
threatening fin, as" if any strength 
of ours could have availed if the 
whale bad meant it to descend ! But 
it was speut with loss of blood, and, 
instead of coming down, tbe fin roll- 
ed over tbe other way, and we knew 
that the whale was dead."
